Exhaust Fumes From Cars, 
Trucks Cause of Cancer? 


By ALTON BLAKESLEE 


NEW YORK—WV—Exhaust, fumes from cars, trucks and buses 


creeping in traffic jams may be a hazy, blue plague causing some lung 
cancers, scientists reported today. They find the exhausts can spew 
out chemicals which give mice skin cancers. 


Exhausts from gasoline or diesel 


engines apparently contain more 
of these chemicals when running 
slowly, as In traffic tieups, than 
at higher speeds. 


But—hopefully—engines kept in 


good condition don't give out any. 
A well-kept engine would thus 
seem to be less of a threat than a 
neglected jalopy or bus. 


The exhaust studies were cited 


as one of numerous bits of evi- 
dence that polluted air—from fac- 
tories, highways and even home 
furnaces—may b« a big cause of 
a frightening and rapid rise in 
lung cancer. 


Lung cancer now is killing at 


least four times as many Ameri- 
can men and twice as many wom- 
en as in 1933. Its prevention is the 
theme of the annual meeting of the 
American Cancer Society here this 
week. 


Smoking, especially of cigarets, 


Is blamed by other scientists as a 
main or, contributingvfactor. 


Twelve different studies in five 


countries now indicate that the rise 
of lung cancer "increases witlj the 
amount smoked," said Dr. Ernest 
L. Wynder, of Memorial Center for 
Cancer and Allied Dlfteaies, New 
York City.

whether world Communist leaders want to have any serious talks on 
any concrete subject. 


The United States" very mucn 


hopes they do, Dulles said, but has 
reason to doubt It. He cited the 
Communist tactics at Panmunjom, 
Korea, and Moscow's lack of re- 
sponse to Western efforts to ar- 
range a foreign ministers meeting 
on Germany. 


Dulles spoke of this at a news 


conference at which he also: 


1. By inference, rebuked Secre- 


tary of the Air Force Talbott for 
xaying in Madrid Monday that the

store atomic bombs at .Spanish 
bases and have Them ready for 
use against "a common enemy," 
Dulles said the United States does 
not have any .plans for storing 
atomic weapons in Spain. And if 
and when it does have such plans, 
Dulles Added, it will not announce 
It to the world and to potential 
enemies.

matic relations between Iran and

Predict $1.50 a Bushel for 
Corn Before Next Harvest

Department of Agricultural Economics, University of Illinois 


The price of corn will rise to around $1.50 a bushel before next har- 


rest. That Is the opinion of L. J. Norton, professor of Agricultural ecc- 
lomlcs at the University of Illinois. 


Norton thinks that farmers will place enough 1953 corn under price 


lupport to raise the price to the $1.50 area, which is the "effective loan" 
irice. This price is the official loan rate less necessary fees, interest, 
axes and shrinkage. It is the market price which many farmers ire 
villing to take in preference to the government loan. 
Norton further points out that 
ivera?e prices of farm products 
tave "been working lower since 
February 1951. The downturn waa 
•ather abrupt after July 1952. Two 
irobable causes for this decline 
vere (l) a considerable Increase 
n marketings of. farm products 
ind (2) a decrease of about one- 
hird in agricultural exports. 
Three factors, depressed the corn 
narket this past year: 


1. The crop waa large (3.3 bil- 


lon bushels)—10 per cent greater 
•han needs. 


2. Hog numbers were decreasing. 


Both fall and spring pig crops were 
sut by around 10 per cent. 


3. The government sold large 


juantittes of old 1948 and 1949 corn 
±nt it had. acquired in supporting 
prices of corn in those years. 


Many farmers overlook the fact 


that most or all of the gains from 
:rop loan and storage programs 
ire lost when later sales of the 
lurplus prevent normal market 
recoveries'. 


Price-supporting forces in the 


market this past year were as fol- 
lows: 


1. Exports of corn increased 


from 81 million bushels in 1951-52 
to 124 million in 1952-53. 


2. Farmers increased their feed- 


ing to poultry, dairy cows and beef 
cattle. 


3. Farmers placed nearly 400 


million bushels of corn under price 
support loans and-purchase agree- 
ments. 


Norton 
observes 
that recent 


The Farjri Sftuatforvin-a Nutshell 


prices for corn have been five to 
15 cents a bushel under correspond- 
ing 1952 levels. These are the main 
reasons for the lower prices: 


1. The supply is larger—4.0 bll- 


ion bushels as against 3.8 billion 
last year. 


2. The supply of wheat, which 


is extensively used for feed, is ex- 
tremely burdensome. 


3. Hog numbers are down 10 per 


cent. 
; 


Price advances for corn may be 


slow, Norton > believes. Here are 
two reasons: 


1. The supply is greater than It 


was a year ago. 


2. The government will probably 


be a persistent seller of com. 


Recently the government 
has 


been selling old corn at the rate 
of about 2 to 3 million bushels a 
week. At this rate it will take 
nearly two years to clean out the 
supply of old 1948 and 1949 corn. 


Best hopes for added strength in 


the corn market are in (1) in- 
creased feeding to hogs and (2) a 
short crop in 1954.^ 


The size of the 1953 fall pig 


crop will be determined and made 
known by the government around 
December 20. At the same time 
farmer's intentions for spring far- 
rowings will be reported.

guarantee farmers only the coot of 
>roduction on their crops has been 
advocated by Gov. Dan Thornton 
of Colorado. 


Writing in the October-November

World Production 
Rise Lowers Farm 
Products Demand 


URBANA — There is much loose 


talk and thinking among farmers 
and some farm leaders to the ef- 
fect that the world is hungry for 
our farm products. Events of the 
past twelve months indicate that 
this is not so. - 


That's the word from L. J. Nor- 


ton, farm economist at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. He says that since 
1917 
there has been a remarkable 


rise in world (arm production, and 
there is no real economic scarcity 
of farm products outside the com- 
munist countries. 


Norton points out that if this 


country has a surplus of a com- 
modity, it doesn't necessarily mean 
that it can be exported. For ex- 
port it must meet these three con- 
dition?: First, it must be needed. 
Second, it must not be available in 
adequate quantities elsewhere. And 
third, it must be priced to meet 
competition. 


We can see how these conditions 


operate by looking at wheat. We 
sold much less wheat in 1952-53 


than In 1951-52. -The main reasons 
were larger available supplies — 
in both importing and exporting 
countries—and probably attempts 
to get prices that were too high. 


With corn the situation was dif- 


ferent. Exports went up instead of 
down. This commodity was priced 
low enough for foreign buyers, and 
supplies in the principal compet- 
ing foreign countries were low. We 
also sold more soybean* but less 
soybean oil.

Their only armed 
force now ;s 110,000 police. 
This country wants Jaoan to build up quickly a military 


force of 350,000. A "self-defense" force, it was called, against 
Communist attack.- -The wording was carefully chosen, since 
the Japanese constitution adopted after the war bans major 
rearmament. The Japanese reportedly took the position they 
could build up their ground force only to about 180,000 in the 
next three to five years unless they got much more economic

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Harold Harris, the president of Northwest Airlines, has made public 


letters exchanged with President Eisenhower which prove in another 
phase that the president of the United States does not understand the 
true nature of our republic. In his first message to congress, Mr. 
Elsenhower said the people were entitled to the fruit of their toil, thus 
clearly disclosing ignorance of the fact that the income tax amendment 
absolutely revoked that right. Under that amendment, the citizen's 


labor belongs entirely to the state and the amount 
of his earnings which he is allowed to retain is not 
his by right but his by the special permission of con 
gress. Congress could pass an act tomorrow con- 
fiscating 100 per cent of every dollar of income of 
every citizen without exceeding the power granted 
by the income tax amendment. 


I have never heard or read one word from any 


authority on the constitution who ventures to hold 
the contrary. 


Mr. Harris asked Ike whether corporations were

There are at work forces of 


blackmail which confront business 
men with arbitrary assessments 
which they must pay or suffer pain- 
ful or ruinous punishment. This 
can be inflicted through the denial 
of credit, materials for mnnufac- 
line or merchandise for retail, or 
by the boycott. 


The Red Cross, which Ike appar- 


ently regards as a holy thing, is 
not holy at all but a mundane so- 
ciety. The U.S.O. has been infest- 
ed with greedy racketeering by 
theatrical unions.

Bed Rest, Light Medication 
Help Alleviate Sore Throat

Few people are fortunate enough 


not to have sore throats. Some 
sore throats follow or are part of 
an ordinary cold. Others are sim- 
ply tonsilitis or are infections 
which act on the throat. without 
spreading up to the nose or down 
to the voice box and lower breath- 
ing tubes. 


In a few cases sore throat is 


associated with diseases elsewhere 
in the body, like digestive upsets 
or gout. 


Before the t h r o a t 
becomes 


thoroughly "sore" there may be a 
little feeling of uneasiness or dif- 
ficulty in swallowing or tickling 
or dryness in the thtoat with & de- 
sire to cough and hawk. The per- 
son who has such symptoms could 
well stay home in bed. This may 
shorten the course of the sore 
throat, and would avoid infecting 
others. 


Probably 
most cases of sore 


throat are caught from other peo- 
ple. Germs, particularly strepto- 
cocci, are usually responsible. 


In a severe sore throat chilly 


feelings 
and 
slight 
fever 
are 


common. Occasionally the body 
temperature may rise quite high, 
especially- if the tonsils arc invol- 
ved. The usual variety of acute 
sore tliroRt dco<* not require much 
more than a few day's rest in bed. 


Spraying: the nose and throat 


with simple solutions helps some 
people and sometimes painting the 
throat, if it does not seem to clear 
up promptly, speeds recovery.

Comfort is greatly increased by 


use of hot compresses or an ice 
bag applied to the neck. The use 
of powdered sulfa preparations or 
of penicillin or other antibiotics 
may be of value. The discomfort 


can often be relieved and the fever 
brought down by the use of aspi* 
rin or some of its relatives of the 
salicylate family.

throat or repeated attacks may 
follow acute sore throat. This is 
especially common in someone who 
clnnks to excess, smokes a great 
deal or who speaks loud and long.

Put Cranberries 
In Home Freezer 


Cranberries are coming to local 


markets in quantity. It looks now 
as if the 1953 crop will break all 
records, totaling more than a mil- 
lion barrels. This should mean very 
reasonable prices. 


If you have space in your home 


freezer, why not freeze some of 
the fresh, crisp berries? They are 
one of the easiest of all fruits to 
freeze, according to Dr. Frances 
Van Duyne, foods research special- 
ist, University of Illinois college of 
agriculture. 


Choose bright, shiny, firm ber- 


ries and get them early in the 
season, before they have lost their 
crispness. Wash them thoroughly, 
sort, drain and then pack into 
moisture-proof, 
vapor-proof car- 


bons.' ;• *;' 


Cranberries may be frozen "as 


is,!' without a sweetening agent, 
or A syrup may be added, depend- 
ing on the use you plan to make of 
them. If you prefer the sweetened 
berries, "Dr. Van Duyne suggests 
that you use a 50 per cent sugar 
•yrup. 


To.-prepare the syrup, use the 


proportion of 1 cup of sugar to 4/5 
cup of water. The sugar may'ybe 
dissolved In the water by stirring. 
If, however, you heat the mixture 
to dissolve it more quickly, be sure 
to cool the syrup before you pour 
it over the berries.

2 cups sifted enriched flour 
i,i cup peanut butter (crunch style) 
1 teaspoon -salt 
}i cup milk 
1 egg 
% cup brown sugar. 


Soften the yeast in the water. 


Scald the milk, add to it brown su- 
gar and salt and cool to lukewarm. 
Add l cup flour and peanut butter 
and beat until smooth. Add soft- 
ened yeast and egg and mix well. 
Add enough flour to make a thick 
batter. Beat thoroughly. Cover and 
let rise in a warm place until bub- 
bly—about an hour. Stir lightly and 
spread in a greased loaf pan 4',2 
by 8',& inches. Let rise until double 
in bulk — about 45 minutes. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degrees 
F.) about 35 minutes.

Plaids are on parade! Counters 


are piled high with a great variety 
of designs and. colors, and this sea- 
son home sewers have a choice of 
fiber and weight of material. 


If you are just learning to eew, 


select the plaid with care, sug- 
gests Helen Zwolanek, clothing, spe- 
cialist. University of Illinois College 
of Agriculture. Plaid designs are 
of two types, either balanced or 
unbalanced. The balanced plaids 
are much easier to handle success- 
fully than the unbalanced. 


It you select a balanced plaid, it 


is not difficult to place the pattern 
on the material for matching. Bal- 
anced plaids have no right or left, 
no up and down. 


On the other hand, unbalanced 


plaids require special^preparation 
in placing the pattern pieces in or- 
der to get a balanced effect in re- 
lation to center front and back. 
Also, seams are more difficult to 
match. 


Check the material at the counter 


before you buy it, and you'll not 
be disappointed. One easy way to 
check for a balanced plaid is to 
fold the material at the center of 
any repeat unit lengthwise and then 
crosswise. If the colors and apace* 
match exactly, it is a balanced 
plaid. 


Check for color variation as well 


as spacing. Plaids are sometimes 
even in spacing but not in color, 
and' these cannot be called bal- 
anced plaids.

To.reduce the costs from com- 


pensation neuroses, Dr. Eichenlaub 
suggests a four-step plan for em- 
ployers: 


1—Screen prospective employes 


for personal .insecurities and cer- 
tain kinds of family troubles. Too 
often persons .with these troubles 
find a "cure" in illness or by get- 
ting, hurt on the job. 


2—Aim personal policies at Build 


Ing up the-worker's security and 
developing group pride. 


3—When injuries occur see that 


they are handled with a sympathe- 
tic personal touch. 


4—Handle each claim as if every 


word spoken were being broadcast 
over the radio. Word-of-mouth re- 
ports of claim experience may have 
unforeseen results. 


"Make it tough for a^man to get 


a settlement," says Dr. Eichen- 
laub, "and thereafter every worker 
with a bruised toenail will be fight- 
Ing to get what's coming to him."

URBANA-CHAMPAIGN, III. —

He said he had 
President Eisenhower's approval, 
but further protests seemed cer- 
tain. 


Named Director 


Rod Kreger of Watertown, S. D., 


who has been a consultant to Ben- 
son, was named director of farm 
activities for the GOP National 
Committee, Chairman Leonatd W. 
Hall said Kreger will work at head- 
quarters here " to assist in stimu- 
lation of greater activity on the 
agricultural front." 


Some Republican members of 


Congress have been contending that 
farmer unrest in the face of falling 
farm prices may cost the GOP 
control of Congress next year. 


Kreger is a former associate 


editor of The Farmer, published at 
St. Paul, Minn. He has done public

Power to undo the reorganization 


program rests only with Congress, 
which will not be back in session 
until January.

Faces Veto 


And even should Congress take 


steps to nullify the shakeup, such 
legislation would face a possible 
presidential veto. 


The Soil Conservation service, 


set up in 1935, aims at a rounded 
program of soil and water conser- 
vation and land use. Its technicians 
outline and help farmers put into 
effect such practices as contour- 
ing, strip cropping, terracing, farm 
drainage and irrigation and crop 
rotation. 
* 


Farmers who carry out such 


practices are eligible for federal 
sub.siclics, but these subsidies are 
paid out through another branch 
of the Agriculture Department. 


The soil conservation work is 


carried on through approximately 
2,000 conservation districts, organ 
ir.ed with local officials under btate 
laws. Farmers apply to these dis 
tricts for technical, material and 
equipment aid. 


Chief Opponent 


Chief opposition to the icoigan 


ization has come from Waters S. 
Davis Jr. of League City, Tex., 
president of the National Associa- 
tion of Soil Conservation Districts. 
He contends it will result in even- 
tual control of conservation work 
by state extension services, which 


in some states are closely associ- 
ated with the powerful American 
Farm Bureau Federation. 


Benson said the program is de- 


sigtied to make the conservation 
program "more efficient adminis- 
tratively, and more effective in 
rendering service." 


Comment 
on Benson's, action 


among governors and congress- 
men was sharply divided. 
Criti- 


cism came mostly from Demo- 
crats, although a few Republicans 
expressed displeasure. 


Can Face Critic* 


Aides said Benson wai confident 


he could satisfy most congression- 
al critics at a hearing called for 
next Tuesday by a House Govern- 
ment Operations Committee head- 
ed by Rep. Bender (R-Ohio). 


Benson told a news conference 


Monday most of the requests for 
delay were based upon "innuendo, 
misrepresentation and actual false- 
hoods" circulated by a "vocal op- 
position." 


Little attention has been drawn 


to Benson's breakup of the once 
powerful Production and market- 
ing Administration, successor to 
the controversial Agriculture Ad' 
justment Administration of the 
early Roosevelt New Deal days. 


The reorganization 
established 


an agriculture marketing service 
which absorbed a major portion of 
the marketing, research and serv- 
ice functions of the PMA. It also 
established a commodity stabili 
tion service which will carry out 
crop control and price support 
programs 
formerly handled by 


PMA.
